Speaking to the press before leav- 
ing London yesterday, Col. el-Nur 
said that he was not surprised by 
the coup, but only by, its timing. 
The overthrow had been planned 
for the end of this month, about 
two weeks from now, he said. The 
head of the new Revolutionary 
Council reiterated Maj. al-Atta’s 
Pledge to grant “regional self-rule” 
to Southern Sudan. 


UNDER 40 

The Sudanese Omdurman Radio 
yesterday announced the makeup of 
the new Revolutionary Council, with 
el-Nour at its head and al-Atta, who 
was also named commander of the 
armed forces, as vice-chairman. All 
seven members are under 40. 

All was quiet in Khartoum yes- 
terday, except for a three-hour de- 
monstration of students and intel- 
lectuals in support of the new re- 
gime. 

One veteran Western diplomat in 
the Sudanese capital, reached by 
phone from Cairo, said thet the 
“palace coup” which ousted Numeiri 
was all over in about 45 minutes.

New Kurdish-lraqi

Iraqi troops intervened recently 
against Kurdish units between Akre 
and Jebel Firs after fighting broke 
out between the Kurds and gen- 
darmes. During a two-day battle, 
tanks were summoned to reinforce 
the Iraqi Army’s 5th Brigade, the 
2nd Battalion of the 18th Brigade 
and the 27th Artillery Battalion 
and a battalion of mountain troops. 

The fighting is described as the 
second serious incident between 
Government forces and the Kurds 
since General Barzani signed a pact 
on March 13, 1970 which restored 
peace to troubled Iraqi Kurdistan.

Immediate concern 


The most immediate concern for 
the American government is the 
shifting political balance in Latin 
America. The United States has 
played a central role in counter- 
insurgency operations since 1945, al- 
though the extent of thelr military 
involvement is often exaggerated. 
Some 50,000 Latin Americans pass 
through U.S. military training schools 
each year, but the continent receives 
even less money and equipment than 
Africa through the military ald pro- 
gramme. 


Under the tutelage of Dr. Henry 
Kissinger, the ‘presidential adviser 
on national security and & man 
with a strongly “northern” orten- 
tation, the Nixon administration 
tended to turn its back on Latin 
Americe at the outset. The election 
of Salvador Allende in Chile last 
September changed that. But the 
general attitude to Chile has been 
fatalist. State Department critics 
have reproached the White House 
for belng too “interventionist” in 
thelr approach; and that was put 
to me in a startling way by a 
senior State Department official who 
said that he thought that “even if 
Mexico goes Communist” the United 
States should remain aloof. 

Lower profile 

He may have- been over-drama- 
tising his point. But the Americans 
have kept their distance from what 
Is happening in Chile (partly be- 
cause Allende has played his cards 
very cautiously and because the 
local opposition has been in a state 
of disarray) and it is difficult to 
see how they can bring effective 
pressure to bear on the Chilean gov- 
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ernment however they may feel 
about Allende’s political leanings. 


The Americans have adopted a 
lower profile in Latin America. 
They are also relying more on the 
“big three” Brazil, Argentina 
and Mexico — as their proxies. 
Mexico has come to exercise a kind 
of economic and political hege- 
mony over Central America, with 
the tacit approval of the United 
States. The fact that the Guate- 
malian guerrilla leader Yon Sosa 
killed by Mexican troops last 
year symbolised the future role that 
the Mexicans may be expected to 
play in containing rural insurgen- 
cies in the unsteady republics to 
their south. And there are signs that 
the Americans will look to Brazil 
to perform a still more important 
function on the continent's eastern 
flank. 

Brazil Ils emerging as the great 
power of Latin America, and it ds 
natural that American investment 
jand, in some ways, American hopes 
for continued dominance In the re- 
gion} is being concentrated here. 


US. security 


It is harder to imagine the Amer- 
icans putting troops into Late 
America than it used to be. There 
are circumstances under which any 
American government concerned 
for national security would be bound 
to take military action. The most 


obvious ‘cases would be a threat - 


to the Panama Canal or a second 
attempt by the Russians to deploy 
missiles in the Caribbean. The Amer- 
icans would be under strong pres- 
sure to commit treops to Mexico if 
there seemed to be any risk of a 
successful uprising, because of its 
geographical proximity. But the 
trend of public feeling in the U.S. 
and above ali the experience of a 
protracted war In Vietnam, make it 
Increasingly unlikely that they wil 
try to intervene in Latin America 
again as they intervened in the 
Dominican Republic in 1945. Their 
use of power will be more subtle 
and more indirect, in keeping ‘not 
only with the changing mood of 
the Latin Americans but also with 
the unwillingness of a large sec- 
tor-of-the American public to sanc- 


-tion new foreign commitments. 


But Latin America still weighs 
more heavily in the strategic ba- 
lance than many people imagine, 
and it may be a dangerous sign that 
the Russians are taking a greater 
interest in the region. This is, after 
all, the back-door of the ‘United 
States. And the Americans seem 
το θὲ finding it harter to keep it 
shut.

Apartheid akin to 
Nazism, say 
Cape clergymen 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter. — Leading 
Cape churchmen joined this week in 
denouncing South Africa's political 
and social systern ag in many ways 
akin to Nazism.

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CRETE’S IMPORTANCE ΤῸ 
NATO DEFENCE GROWS —

Wwe ships and rafts of the 

Minoans of Crete may have 
Treached Britain and America over 
3,500 years ago, modern boats are 
ig in the opposite direc- 
tion on behalf of Nato. 

With the threatened neutralization 
of Malta aud the growing Soviet 
influence in Cyprus, the importance 
of Crete for any Western defence 
alliance has enormously Increased. 
Its significance as a Nato base had 
indeed been seen even ‘before the 
Soviets dispatched a fleet of 40 to 
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60 units to stake their claim in the 
Mediterranean, to shadow the Amer- 
tcan Sixth Fleet and other Nato ship- 
Ping and guard their supply line to 
Egypt. 

A few weeks ago, as It hap- 
pened, I discovered an early sym- 
bol of Russian interest in the Me- 
diterranean on a 64-year-old Rus- 
sian-inseribed tombstone in Crete. 
Bearing the Shield of David, the 
tombstone lay, reverently preserved, 
together with some tombstones of 
non-Jews, in the courtyard of the 
museum of Rethymnon, a small town 
on the northern coast, halfway be- 
tween Heraklion and Khanie. It re- 
fers to ἃ certain Moissé Blowswowski, 
8 soldier of the 3rd company of the 
13th Russian Fusilier Regiment who 
died on the 10th of December, 1907 
in Rethymnon, which had a small 
Jewish community at the time. Who 
was Blowswowski and how and why 
had he come to Crete? Was he a 
survivor of the Russio-Japanese War 
of 19057 Was he a sailor aboard 
one of the two Russian warships 
that escaped sinking in the Battle 
of Tshushima and tried to limp 
home through the Suez Canal? Or 
had he come to Crete on a Russian 
ship after the reorganization of the 
Black Sea Fieet for occasional sor- 
ties into the Mediterranean — al- 
ready then? No one in Rethymnon in 
1971 seemed to be In a position to 
Solve the mystery. 


Nato presence 


When Western Naval Commanders 
seek to demonstrate Nato’s presence 
in Crete, they usually do so off 
Heraklion, capital of the island, in- 
habited by some 70,000 (out of a 
total population of half a million.) 
A demonstration of this kind came 
at the end of May when the island- 
ers celebrated the anniversary of 
the Battie of Crete and their cov- 
rageous resistance against the Ger- 
man ‘air-borne invaders in World 
War I. Sven today one finds in the 
local bookstores numerous publica- 
| tions ἐπ various languages 

to’ these events, including descrip- 

tions written by Germans who fought 
there. One shop in the main street 
of Khania featured a very large 
painting of a Greek resistance 
fighter with his foot on the body 
of a German soldier he had just 
slain. However, so as not to hurt 
the feelings of German visitors, the 
Shop included in its stock of flags 
of all otber nations (including Is- 
rael’s) one with a Swastika. 


To return to the Nato demonstra- 
tion off Heraklion. As Greek sokiiers 
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paraded in front or the imposing 
Venizelos monument in the centre 
of the town, an enormous aircraft 
carrier of the Sixth Fleet anchored 
outside the port. At night the ship 
was festively lit up. 

According to the popular English 
guide book by John Bowman, car- 
ried by most British travellers, the 
official Nato centre in Crete is the 
Greek naval base of Soudha. Soudha, 
at the end of a 15-km-long fjord, 
is near Khania, descendent of an- 
clent Kydonia {of Minoan times) 
and of Shakespeare's “Candy.” Kha- 
nia still has the romantic look of 
8 Mediterranean fishing port but 
In Soudha modern Nato installations 
are a dominant feature. ᾿

Venizelos led the Cretes 
back, after thousands of years of 
foreign rule, into the Greek nation, 
to which they had contributed many 
cultural traditions and whqse lan- 
guage they had spoken throughout 
recorded history, while Herzl . had 
to reconceive the entire idea of 
statehood for ‘his :dispersed nation. 
Venizelos, in contrast to Heral, liv- 
ed long enough to see his dream 
come true and to become Prime 
Minister of his reunited homeland.

Thus a fifth of the world’s 
communist parties are in Latin 
America: they have been trained to 
foliow the U.S.S.R. blindly and Rus- 
sia's Jews are at best a marginal 
issue for them. This.is even more 
the case with regard to Asia and 
Black Africa where there are not 
even any Jewish members whose 
conscience may somehow be roused. 
Communists in the Arab world are 
interested in the subject — but: pri- 
marily from the viewpoint that Ruz- 
sian Jews be not allowed to emi- 
grate to Israel. So that only a com- 
paratively small number of the 
world's communist parties pay offi-~ 
cial attention to. the issue.

Among Ben-Eliezer's personal at- 
tributes were a rare capacity for 
friendship and an impish scnse of 
humour, both of which remained un- 
defeated in the most difficult times 
of failing health.

Social welfare 
spending spree 
has dangers

1 is not yet clear what reason 
will be given by Mr. Sapir for in- 
troducing a new spate of taxes this 
year, again breaking his pledge in 
the “package deal.” Last August a 
supplementary budget was tabled 
solely for financing a sudden in- 
crease in defence spending ~— or 
80 We were told — and criticism of 
that procedure was summarily dis- 
misged because — so the official 
spokesmen argued — welfare consid- 
erations must yield to security re- 
quirements, Now the reverse ar; 
ment is being applied (to wide pub- 
lic approval), More money is needed 
— Bo we are told — for welfare pro- 
grammes, and raised it must be re- 
gardiless of considerations of nation~ 
al security. 


To be sure, the security risk in- 
volved in loose budgeting has not 
béen spelled out in as many words. 
Mr. Sapir said only that we may 
have to “face economic dangers in 
order to achieve. social targets.” But 
in a country at war — which we are 
in spite of the cease-fire — economic 


. performance is part and parcel of 


defence potential. The man in the 
street will surely pow wonder at the 
fact that while the Defence Minister 
sees the possibility of more fighting 
in a couple of months, the Mini- 
ster of Finance concurrently ac- 
cords top priority to housing of 
newly-weds, youth clubs, wage incre- 
ments and similar targets. One 
may, of course, argue that all these 
purposes are vitai and mus: be 
achieved simultaneously. Bu: that is 
tantamount to saying that no prior- 
ities are being applied, ie. that we 
have neither planning nor effective 
budgeting. 


Growth target 


The issue can be put in a more 
concrete form. A few weeks ago the 
press was briefed on the Defence 
Ministry's programmes for the next 
few years on the assumption that no 
major fiere-up takes place. The gist 
of that briefing was that in order 
to meet our minimum military re- 
quirements the GNP must continue 
growing by at least eight per cent 
annually, provided that the share of 
defence in our aggregate spending 
remains at its present level, That 
growth target wag taking into ac- 
count the current rate of increase 
of our population plus a handsome 
rise in private consumption dy 2.5 
per cent, and of social services by 
tour per cent, a year. When that brief- 
ing was given, it implied a warn- 
ing that we may be already lag- 
ging behind these requirements be- 
cause the growth forecast for the 
current year is only about seven per 
cent, while private and public non- 
defence consumption is expected to 
increase more than provided by the 
Umits mentioned. 


Double talk 


At this juncture one should be- 
ware of double-talk. On the face of 
it ἃ supplementary budget should 
serve aS an anti-inflationary medi- 
cine. Spokesmen of the Ministry of 


§ Finance, the Bank of Israel Govern- 


or, and most economists have come 
out in favour of more taxes in order 


§ to reduce purchasing power, and 


that is the way the new budget is 
going to be presented to the public. 
But at the same time we are being 
told that the,revenue increment 1s 
urgently needed to finance addition- 
al spending, Le. that the aggregate 
consumption plus investment will net 
be reduced. Rather, it will go up i 
money terms, while our national 
output in real terms will remain — 
at best — at its present ievel. 


To be sure, textbooks say that 


siphoning off purchasing power from 
private pockets into the public cof- 
fers must also bring In its wake a 
shift in economic resources. That is 
why fiscal policy ts used to curb in- 
flationary pressures, However, it is 
not textbooks, but concrete facts 
that shape our lives. 
Today, with wages and prices go- 
ing up on 8 wide front, with the 
deal” com-

allowance in sight, and with purchas- 
ing power shifting — at most —- from 
private spenders, who may husband 
it, to public ones, who are used to

tions and tensions may develo, 
while the new taxes are coll 
before they are spent (if that ever 
takes place), and some marginal ad- 
justments must be carried out, but 
before long inflation is; likely to 
proceed with added force, Indeed, 
the official acknowledgemenmt that 
ambitious welfare programmes

huge--defénce effort, regardless of 

economic consequences, cannot fail to 
generate an atmosphere in which 
even a very firm government will 
find it hard to carry out its plans. 


Weak government 


Admittedly, this atmosphere is 
thriving on our experience of a 
rather weak government, and can be 
changed by a show of force. If the 
supplementary budget is applied ac- 
cording to textbooks, and the added 
revenue is salted away (i.e. is used 
to reduce the current deficit, instead 
of increasing it), the inflationary 
spell could be broken. But hitherto 
there has been not a word on this. 
The idea of public retrenchment is 
still anathema to our administration. 
And should they adopt such a 
course at this late hour, the resuit- 
ing economic slowdown could easi- 
ly assume disastrous proportions. 
similar to those of 1966. 

Last year accumulation of pur- 
chasing power was temporarily 
checked by imposition of, first, com- 
pulsory loans and, then, the im- 
port surcharge, which last was hail- 
ed as a turning point to a more 
sensible economic policy, However, 
with more money in the kitty, de- 
ficit spending this year reached 
new records. Suggestions to reduce 
the deficit by increasing taxes or 
by cuts in spending while there 
was still time were rejected under 
the double pressure of trade unions 
and business quarters interested in 
the boom, and a belated attempt to 
apply the credit squeeze has failed 
completely. Now the vicious circle is 
about to be started agaln, with more 
revenue, more boom, and ultimate 
bust in sight. 


Trade deficit 


While housewives are worried by 
the accelerating prices, businessmen 
are asking themselves how long the 
country’s foreign trade deficit can 
continue soaring, how far can we 
increase our dependence on foreign: 
charity and borrowing (with foreign ὦ 
investment no longer playing a sig- 
nificant rol) 7 In the four-year-period 
ΤᾺ 1965-1968 the non-defence for- 
elgn trade deficit (including inyiy- 
ibles) averaged $350m, In the Ἀέρα 
two years the average was up to 
$570m. Next year it may easily ap- 
proximate §700m. And while we are 
faced with this prospect — on top 
of the burden of financing the huge 
bls for military hardware — we are 
officially invited to partake in a 
grand design to wipe out poverty, 
to raise living standards, to guaran.

PUTTING ISRAEL'S 
CASE ΤῸ THE WORLD

Sir, — % would like to voice my 
surprise and disappointment at the 
dismal failure and in some cases 
even complete absence of present- 
ing Israel's case to world opinion.

Thig sounds reasonable enough to 
somebody in Hong Kong (or in 
Rome or in Lima). The trouble is 
that nobody points out the fact 
that politically this is sheer non- 
sense. Nobody points out the simple 
fact that when you speak of ‘“‘ex- 
change” you mean that every side 
fives something which the other 
Sides wants quid pro quo! 

But since when does “exchange” 
mean that for something you need 
desperately you get something you 
need just as badly’ Hgypt wanis 
the Canal open for the: badly-needed 
hard currency and Egypt wants an 
Israeli withdrawal. So in brazen 
mockery of any commonly accepted 
form of international politics, they 
offer to “exchange” one for the other. 
Where, may I ask, is Israel to fight 
back this kind of war? Can you 
fight only with guns and not with 
words? 

You can read about other “ex- 
change” offers. For a partial with- 
drawal Egypt offers to extend the 
cease-fire for βὶχ months, Ridicu- 
lous! Why don't you ask for some- 
thing in exchange for agreeing to 
a cease-fire? Or in nee for 
agreeing to open the 

‘Here are a few suggestions: Israel 
agrees to open the Canal in exchange 
for the withdrawal of all Soviet 
pilots and advisers from Egypt. Or: 
Israel agrees to the indefinite exten- 
sion of the cease-fire in exchange 
of the settlement of half a million 
Palestinian refugees in Iraq or Su- 
dan. i 

Does this sound ridiculous? Not 
half as ridiculous as the Egyphian 
offers which are expressed with a 


straight face.

work. 
8. In view of its experiénce over 
Several months and through one 
emissary only, Youth Aliya has come 
to the conclusion that it must in- 
¢rease its scope of activity in this 
programme through further publi- 
elty, both orallyand in writing, and 
by adding emissaries. This expand- 
ed project will require additional 
funds which Youth Aliya will have 
to receive from the budget of the 
Zionist Organization and not from 
the budget of the Reconstituted Jew- 
ish Agency, which, so far as im- 
migration of children is concerned, 
is devoted only’ to children from 
countries where Jews face oppres- 
sion. 
4. Discussing the resolutions of the 
Assembly of the Reconstituted 
Jewish Agency, I explained the 
need to expand Youth Aliya acti- 
vities (child care and training) for 
the solution of problems of children

LONDON. — 
GATING the voracious appetite of 
\" the Jumbo has quickened the 
pulses of airline catering services. 
Bigger planes with more passengers 
has brought bigger service systems 
working under pressure of time. So 
it was no surprise to find that ἘΠ 
Al's Catering Service at London’s 
Heathrow Airport, like the Boeing 
747, had developed a new second 
floor, It was shortly after the com- 
pany's first commercial Jumbo flight 
when we called on Mr. Ya’acov Rets- 
men, El AJ Catering Manager U.K, 
at Heathrow. Touring the spick-and- 
span establishment he used back- 
stage trade-talk— “uplift stations,” 
“freight village” (at Heathrow), and 
“finger jobs” — Le, preparing and

“An El Al Jumbo lands at Heath- 
row daily, one day westward, the 
other eastbound, we were told. An 
acquaintance in London who had 
travelled on one of the company’s 
first Jumbo flights told me: “The 
passengers practically walked to Is- 
rael,” strolling and meeting people. 
By the time the plane reached Lod, 
everybody knew awverybody. “I'm 
very happy tosay we are flying our 
(Jumbo) planes full," Mr. Reisman 
says. 

it's the same fare for the Jumbo 
as the 707 — “large snacks, fruit 
service, hot meals," only he was 
trying to make the service easier 
and more attractive. One of the cen- 
tre’s problems, he reported, was the 
one-and-one-half hour ground time, 
the time evailable for changing the 
Jumbo's six galleys, restocking food, 
and dry goods such as toilet articles. 
Actually one hour clear time. “We 
load the plane at both ends, from 
trucks at front and rear." New spe- 
clal trucks had to be ordered to reach 
higher than the old uplifts. 

Culinary walk 

Continuing the culinary walk, Mr. 
Reisman, whose talk is business-like, 
points and says, “for example, that 
tray. light meal, contains 12 items. 
We're trying out conveyer belts, we 
must save time.

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‘Low-key’ strikes hit Governmenty 


hospitals; situation may worsen

None of the sides involved in any 
of the three medica] strikes which 
are disrupting the Goverament hos- 
Pitals and the Kupat Holim climics 
could report any progress towards 
breaking the deadlocks by last 
night. : 

The 3,500 administrative workers 
an the Government hospitals yes- 
terday morning resumed thelr strike 
— interrupted for a month by 
Health Minister Victor Shemtov’s 
back-to-work orders. But this time 
the strike is not to be as severe 85 
a month ago, at least not at first. 
The gtrikerg asked the doctors yes- 
terday to admit only emergency 
cases, but they did not ask them 
— as they did last time — to send 
home 811 patients already in the 
hospitals who did not require urgent 
treatment. 


Also, the laundries are being 81- 
lowed to work, albeit at half pace. 
Thus it ig hoped that the mountzins 
of soiled linen which were the 
heritage of the previous strike will 
not form again. 

The strikers hope by these 
measures to hit the hospital ad- 
ministrations rather than the 
patients, For example, the patients 
are provided with food, while doc- 
tors, nurses and other staff have to 
fent for themselves. Also, the strikers 
have parelysed all hospital trans- 
port, and the hospitals have to 
hire buses and cars to bring the 
doctors to work. 


LONG FIGHT 

The strikers’ leader, Mr. Roni 
Shalem, told The Jerusalem Post 
that at his hospital, Tel Hashomer, 
the patients were hardly affected 
at all by the strike. He said the 
administrative workers had decided 
on a low-key strike this time, since 
it was clear to them that “it would 
pe a long fight,” and they wanted 
public's 


demonstration outside the Health 
Ministry’s Tel Aviv offices. 

A doctor at 8 Government hos- 
pital told The Post, however, that 
within a short time the chaotic 
sttuation which prevailed at the 
end of the last administrative work- 
ers’ strike would return, He said 
‘that in his hospital — Nahariya — 
not enough sterilized material was 
‘being provided, and thus only vital 
operations were being performed. If 
this continued, he said, alk mnon- 
urgent surgical patients would have 
to be sent home, 

The doctors, for their part, have 
something of an ambivalent attitude 
towards the administrative workers’ 
strike — since it “steals their 
thunder” by overshadowing their 
own strike, The doctors, who have 
been refusing to operate the out- 
patient clinics since Sunday, will 
now wait until the end of the ad- 
miniatrative strike before imple- 
menting their other threat — to 
send home all patients who belong 
to Kupat Holim, If they were to 
carry out their threat this week, 
one doctor explained, it would hard- 
ly be noticed in the general pande- 
monium. 

Some 70 per cent of the coun- 
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try’s hospitals are Government-run. 

The Health Ministry's reaction to 
the resumption of the administra- 
tive strike was one of dismay. Di- 
rector-General Baruch Padeh said 
in 8 radio interview that the move 
had been a nasty surprise — espe- 
cially since the Cabinet had de- 
cided in principle on Sunday that 
the administrative workers’ basic 
claim — to be given the same sala- 
ries and conditions as Kupat Holim 
workers — was justified. The Min- 
istry said that the strike would 
not prevent contacts with the wor-

The Minister himself, Mr. Shem- 
tov, was i in bed yesterday ond 
kept in touch with developments over 
the telephone. 

The high-ranking committee which 
the Cabinet decided to set up is 
still not off the ground.
